FOREWORD 


CLEVELAND AND ITS ARTISTS NEED EACH OTHER 


HE celebration of the Silver Jubilee of the Museum in 
June of this year and the opening of the Twenty-Third 
Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen 
on April 30 emphasize forcibly the fact that almost from its in- 
auguration the Museum has made the creative worker of the 
city one of its major concerns. The Museum has yearly given 
Cleveland and her artists the chance to express themselves in 
the realm of the creative arts, and the wholehearted support of 
the Museum’s program by artist and public has won widespread 
recognition throughout the United States. It can be fairly said 
that no American city has such a record of healthy and vigorous 
coéperation. The remarkable total of 4,490 objects sold in 22 
exhibitions for $198,021.58, a sum of money which has gone 
into the pockets of Cleveland artists, is proof positive of that 
assertion. 

Yearly this annual exhibition unleashes the creative activities 
of the city; and in the past few years the crafts, particularly 
those which have come to be considered peculiarly native 
Cleveland products, ceramics and enamels, have taken a place 
of equal importance with the earlier maturing painting and 
sculpture. As the years have passed, many of the crafts have 
developed from nothing. There were no ceramics in the first 
exhibition. It was only in 1924 that ceramics became important 
enough to win an award. The first entries in ceramic sculpture 
came in 1927. The first entries in enamel were made in 1932. 
Thus, these particular crafts, which have won Cleveland 
national acclaim, developed late and developed because of the 
Museum’s encouragement and sponsorship, and because of the 
patronage of Clevelanders. This growth has been an exciting 
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experience and has been the really vital accomplishment of the 
May Shows. 

Patronage always has been, and always will be, the most 
potent element in any artistic growth. The artist creates for a 
public and only demand draws forth the best which he can give. 
Art is like any commodity; it must have its market. Museum, 
artist, and supporting public are the three elements which have 
so successfully codperated for the good of all. Upon the con- 
tinuance of such a healthy relation depends the greater future 
for Cleveland as a creative center. WILLIAM M. MILLIKEN

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


During twenty-three years of assembling and showing Cleve- 
land art and craftwork, the native characteristics and distinctive 
style of the artists’ productions have become more than ever 
pronounced. This year the veteran exhibitors continue to be 
represented, and alongside them is new talent of promise. The 
exhibition as a whole deserves the Jury’s enthusiasm and em- 
phasizes anew the importance of this yearly review of Cleve- 
land’s artistic attainments. Since obviously no detailed descrip- 
tion of the entire exhibition can be made, it is only possible to 
outline the Jury’s interest in terms of the prize awards. 

Henry G. Keller’s entries, “Not in Competition,” embrace 
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both oils, and an unusually beautiful group of water colors, 
seascapes and mountain scenes, done recently in Southern 
California. 

In the class, O1L PAINTING, LANDSCAPE, Carl Gaertner was 
awarded first prize for a winter scene entitled “Car Stop.” Ina 
small, bright green shelter, four people are awaiting the arrival 
of the trolley, while outside two others pace up and down; 
behind them is a bleak landscape with slushy snow and a border- 
ing of factories, the whole under a gray and lowering sky. In 
sharp contrast is the well-merited second prize, “Cedar Point,” 
a cheerful spring landscape by Lloyd L. Westbrook. A pink 
roadhouse, “Hot Spot,” is the subject of the small but effective 
picture which won third prize for Wray Manning. The Jury 
gave five honorable mentions in this unusually large class in 
recognition of its excellent quality: one to William Joseph East- 
man for a fine tempera picture; the others to Fritz R. Lind- 
strom, Martin Linsey, Woldemar Neufeld, and John Novotny. 

OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, was as always an interesting class. 
The Jury selected for a first prize a sparkling and witty piece 
called “Woman in Plaid” by Eileen B. Ingalls; the lady por- 
trayed was more fortunate than most in appearing twice in one 
exhibition, for she has also been rendered charmingly in another 
portrait. The second prize, for a beautifully painted picture, was 
won by Rolf Stoll for “Portrait of Anne Stanger.” The Jury 
gave a third prize to John B. Hartman’s “Bob,” and an honor- 
able mention to William E. Smith’s “Little Billy.” 

OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, was also an interesting 
group, varied and full of invention. Paul B. Travis’s “John Con- 
templates the Coming of Spring” received a special award for a 
canvas painted, in the terms of one Juror, “with all the richness 
of a purple plum”; and first was given to William Sommer for 
two wholly characteristic little pictures of children entitled 
“Small Boy” and “Tess.” In their color these canvases have the 
quality of a distilled rainbow, and their subtly suggestive mood 
combines both charm and pathos. John B. Hartman received 
the second award for “Crucifixion”; and the third went to 
Charles Campbell for a richly colored canvas entitled “Men 
without Women,” the title suggested by Ernest Hemingway’s. 
Honorable mentions were given to Bernard Pfriem and Michael 
Sarisky.

It is regrettable that so few entries were made in the class, 
OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL; the Jury, nevertheless, recognized 
the importance of the class by giving honorable mentions to two 
excellent canvases, Paul Haas’s “Industry and Homes” and 
Carl Gaertner’s arresting ““Lumber Mill.” 

The class of O1L PAINTING, STILL LIFE, is always a favorite with 
both artists and public. This large and fine group includes 
numerous outstanding works. Paul Katona received first prize 
for a vase of flowers called “Still Life.” The second, was given 
to E. Bart Gerald’s “Summer’s End,” a grouping of fall flowers, 
seeds, and leaves, in the most sensitive and delicate of color 
harmonies. The third prize went to Wray Manning’s “Still 
Life,” and three honorable mentions to Nada Mihal for a group 
of two, John Teyral, and Alicia Sundt Motts, respectively. 

A special award in MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY 
MEDIUM, was given to Edward Winter for his brilliant pair of 
enamel panels, “Harvest” and “Flowers,” beautifully stylized 
compositions, gay and lively in their color schemes. The special 
award having been made in the medium of enamel, the Jury 
distributed the other honors in this class to different types of 
technique. A first prize was given to Clement A. Cykowski for 
a pastel sketch, “Art and Science,” cosmic in its idea, abstract 
in its design. The second prize went to Grace Tulpa Chase’s 
“Rock Plant, No. 1,” a stylized plant decoration in gouache. 
Miriam S. Smith got the third prize for “Decoy”; and two 
honorable mentions were awarded, one to Sante Graziani for an 
able design done in the all-too-seldom attempted technique of 
fresco, and one to Dorothy E. Whyte. 

Although the class of PASTEL was smaller than usual, there 
were certain examples considered worthy of award by the Jury, 
who chose for first prize “The Lower Road” by George Edward 
Bennett and for second, the pleasing landscape called “Old 
House” by Leroy Schrauf, a picture subtle in color and unusual 
in composition. A third prize was given to Edith Hogen Peck 
for “Attic Corner,” and honorable mentions went to Katherine 
Schiefer Seeler and Jennie M. Hotz. 

The waTeER Coto class always plays a major part in the May 
Shows; over two hundred items are being shown this year, an 
all-high record. A group of four by Wray Manning was selected 
for outstanding quality and given a special award; these land- 
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scapes, subdued and soft in color, are entitled “Country Church,” 
“Dirt Farmer,” “Lyric Mood,” and “Outskirts.” The first prize 
was given to Martin Linsey for two quite different scenes, one 
called “Impression of Cleveland” and the other, “El Catedral, 
Mexico, D.F.” These are full of contrast: the first shows a night 
scene, especially clever in its treatment of a brightly lighted, 
busy street; the second, a cathedral square in brilliant sunlight, 
the whole embodying a vivid graphic quality. ““Early November 
Morning” and “Lonely Vigil,” a group of two by Fritz R. Lind- 
strom, granted the second prize, are somber and moody, stress- 
ing, as does the special award, the subjective appearance of the 
landscape. James Edward Peck’s “Slow Freight,” third award, 
is a competent handling of a familiar scene. The Jury recognized 
the high quality of this class by giving eight honorable mentions: 
to Grace V. Kelly, Charles Campbell, Jane Francis Curry, 
Eunice E. Schraishuhn, Sigmund F. Purwin, David Mink and 
Norve Mink for a group of two each, and Lloyd L. Westbrook 
for a group of three. 

The Jury felt that the class, ILLUSTRATION, ANY MEDIUM, 
should have only an honorable mention, and this was given to 
Frederick Kirk Russell for a group of four illustrations, in- 
genious in design and pleasing in color. 

In the class of FREE-HAND DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM, the first 
award went to Louis Grebenak for “Drawing, No. 2,” a figure 
study in pen and ink and washes. Leroy Flint received a second 
prize for two witty numbers, “Bar Fly” and “Home Mechanic.” 
Steve Bodnarczuk was given a third for “Kitchen Conference,” 
and an honorable mention was awarded Ruth Dunlap for a 
group of three. 

ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES, comprising prints 
not only in pure linework but also in the tone processes— 
notably colored aquatint—had as awards a first for “Nostalgic 
Memory,” a fall landscape done in color aquatint, by Frank 
Daniel Fousek; a second for ““Dance” by Kalman Kubinyi; and 
a third for “Late Summer Bouquet” by Grace V. Leonard. 
Alice G. Haber and Edith Hogen Peck were awarded honorable 
mentions. 

LITHOGRAPHY is the medium among the graphic arts which 
gives the artist his greatest opportunity to interpret modern 
life. In this class the Jury selected for first honors DeForrest H. 
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Judd’s group of two, “Melon Picker” and “Through the Plum 
Orchard.” Kalman Kubinyi’s “Landscape” was selected for 
second, and George Vander Sluis’s “Victor, Colorado” for third; 
an honorable mention went to Stanislaus Artur Oswieczynski. 

In RELIEF CUTS, WOODCUTS, LINOLEUM cuTs, the Jury made 
a number of interesting choices: first, a group of two prints, 
“At the Winery” and “Tout Seul” by Alice C. Lauffer; second, 
“Incidental Americana” by Lester Karl Ketler; and third, 
“Westphalia, Missouri” by Phelps Cunningham. Honorable 
mentions went to Edgar Allan Kestner, Woldemar Neufeld, 
and Sheffield Kagy for a group of two. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The first prize in SCULPTURE was awarded to the bronze head, 
“Patey,” by Alexander Blazys, a finely realized and beautifully 
sensitive character study of a little girl with pigtails. Katharine 
Gruener Lange’s “Kitty Beck,” another child subject, also has 
its peculiarly engaging and wistful charm. To these the direct 
and solid realism of Esther R. Samolar’s “Mother,” the third 
prize, is an excellent foil. 

Two pieces of SCULPTURE IN woop won honorable mentions 
in their class: “Head of Woman” by B. Friedenthal and “‘Kneel- 
ing Nude” by Sol A. Bauer. They are representative of con- 
trasting tendencies in this too-little-used medium. 

The craft section of the exhibition, with its objects of utility 
and beauty, again reaches a level of outstanding distinction, 
showing a most healthy development. CERAMIC SCULPTURE con- 
trasts the serious and the whimsical, and exploits all the tech- 
nical possibilities of the medium. First award went to Walter A. 
Sinz’s singing figures, “Beautiful Isle of Somewhere.” Thelma 
Frazier Winter’s ten entries, with their decorative treatment, 
at times aloof and attenuated, at times fanciful, were given 
second. The third award went to Viktor Schreckengost, whose 
group of ten pieces is witty and shot through with a kind of 
frank and gusty humor. Honorable mention went to Yetta 
Rosenberg’s group of negro subjects, to the clowns of Grace 
Luse, and to the “Choir Boys” of Betty Boyer. 

POTTERY has seldom had pieces of such real distinction in 
their highly individualized taste, in their glazing, in their pot- 
ting. Carol Hagaman Miller’s group, given a special award, 
exemplifies all these elements; never showy, they have a sound- 
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ness of technical and artistic achievement which is heartening. 
The same can be unqualifiedly said for the beautiful sgraffito 
bowl by Esther Marshall Sills, placed first. A quite individual 
taste and unusual technical method well applied gave second to 
Frank Lee for a group of two. Third award was given to Alice A. 
Ayars’s group of five, and such was the quality of the class as a 
whole that nine honorable mentions were given. 

The class, ENAMELING ON METAL, quite outdid itself in quality 
of craftsmanship and in effective use of color and design. The 
very large number of pieces show the vitality of this craft in 
Cleveland. The judges gave the first award to six pieces by 
Kenneth Francis Bates. Exquisite craftsmanship and beauty of 
design unite to set his work apart. Fine color and mastery of 
his material brought a second to Edward Winter for a group of 
five, while third went to two pieces by Claire A. Witt, and an 
honorable mention went to five fine entries by Mildred Watkins. 

The class, METALWORK OTHER THAN SILVER AND IRON, has 
fewer entries than last year; two honorable mentions went re- 
spectively to Edward H. Kuhn’s work in copper and spun 
copper, and to Paul L. Scherer’s pewter pieces. 

SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY, which showed a marked 
improvement, was headed by the special award given Hudson 
B. Roysher for his group of four pieces. The tea and coffee set 
is most skillfully designed and completely contemporary in feel- 
ing. First prize went to Paul L. Scherer’s group of five, and a 
third to a fluted oval bowl by Dominick Sylvester. 

JEWELRY had a first award given to Sam Corea, craftsman, 
and Norman Dellert, designer, for a group of three; and in addi- 
tion five honorable mentions were given. 

The class, BLOCK PRINTING ON FABRIC, was excellent, and a 
special award was given to Katherine McKee’s two beautifully 
printed designs on velvet. Mabel A. Hewit took first, and 
Virginia Nepodal’s unusual stylized pattern won second. 

In WEAVING, first was given to Mary McKee Stitt, and four 
honorable mentions were given: to Sara Mattsson Anliot, Grace 
Emerson, Ruth M. Erickson, and Elsa V. Shaw. 

The PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, Class is 
large and important. Elizabeth Harding’s “Nationalism, 1941,” 
won first; the three studies by R. C. Hakanson which were 
awarded second are as timely, strikingly effective, and tech- 
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nically excellent. Certainly they are toa marked degree dramatic. 
Particularly fine were the third-prize prints of Richard H. Cobb, 
Jr., with their contrasting subject material, the “Rush Hour” 
and ““Town on the Rocks.” Three mentions went respectively to 
Dorothy R. Hazeltine, Onnie Mankki, and Marie Pulaski. 

In the PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE Class, sympa- 
thetic subject material and well realized directness brought 
first award to Dorothy R. Hazeltine. More atmospheric and 
very well composed was the second prize, “Old Bill,” by E. C. 
Perry. A study, also of kindly old age, won third for Marjorie 
MacCreary; and honorable mentions went to E. D. Benton, 
George Cykowski, and Dr. John F. Stephan, respectively. 

Two groups of three prints each are shown in memory of two 
of Cleveland’s most distinguished professional photographers 
deceased during the last year, F. C. Baker and Edd Alvah 
Ruggles, winners of many awards in past shows.
